TOWN WARRANT, 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Hillsborough, qualified to vote 
in town affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at Odd Fellows hall, in said town, 
on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine of the clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose a moderator for the ensuing year. 

2. To choose three Selectmen, Town Treasurer and Clerk. 

3. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of 
Selectmen to the Town Auditors; the reports of the Auditors, Agents, 
Committees, or other officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and to 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

4. To choose a Collector of Taxes and all other. necessary town 
officers and agents for the year ensuing. 

5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for paying 
the town debts and defraying the interest thereon, and for other neces- 
sary charges arising in said town; for laying out and repairing high- 
ways and sidewalks, and building and repairing bridges; for the main- 
tenance of the poor; to establish and maintain public libraries, ceme- 
teries, and parks or commons, and to improve the same. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise any money for school 
purposes other than that required by law or pass any vote relating 
thereto. . 

7. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of money not ex- 
ceeding seventy five dollars to Senator Grimes Post, G. A. R., to be 
used on Memorial Day. 

8. To see what action the town will take for a re-apprisal of the 
real estate as required by law and pass any vote relating thereto. 

9. To see if the town will vote to have established by survey the 
highway lines wherever needed in said town or pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

10. To see if the town will vote to adopt Chapter 78 of the Pub- 
lic Statutes in regard to sidewalks and sewers. 

11. To see if the town will vote to establish a police court or pass 
any vote relating thereto. 
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12. Tosee if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to sell 
the town farm. 

13. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the liquor agency. 

14. To choose one trustee for the Fuller public library for the 
term of two years. 

15. Tosee if the town will vote to discontinue the following 
highways: 

1. Leading from the Beard road to the Howard place. 
2. Leading from the Bog road to the Kimball place. 

3. Leading from the County road to the Robbins place. 
4. Leading from the Beard road to Bible Hill road. 

16. Tosee what action the town will take in regard to lighting the 
streets by electricity or pass any vote relating thereto. 

17. To see if the town will vote to continue the present by-laws 
in force prohibiting cattle and horses from running at large in the high- 
ways. 

18. To transact all other business which may come before said 
meeting.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN, 


The Selectmen present herewith their annual report for the 
year ending March 1, 1892. We desire to call your attention 
and make a few suggestions that you may have in mind as 
you make your criticisms, ‘‘A duty in which everybody is sup- 
posed to do their share.”?” In coming into office March, 18?1, 
we found the town in a prosperous condition with money in 
the treasury and a town debt of only $3,264 00. There were 
no suits or claims pending against the town and we have had 
no claims presented the past year for damages upon the high- 
ways or from any other cause which is very gratifying to us and 
no doubt is to the town. We have paid $1,488.48 contracted in 
1889 and 90, the larger part (breaking road bills) of which un- 
der the old system were obliged to be held over until the follow- 
ing year. Werhave reduced the outstanding notes against the 
town $2,273.00 and paid $2,101.59 of the town debt the present 
year, and are, we think, justified in saying that we leave the 
town to our succesors in office in as good a condition as we 
found it. 


We wish to call your attention briefly to our 
HIGHWAYS. 


By a vote of the town at its last annual meeting *‘ The 
Selectmen were instructed to appoint one or more road agents 
to superintend the repairs of the streets, roads and bridges in 
said town, and to collect the amount of the highway tax in 
money.” In conformity to that vote, we take pleasure in call- 
your attention to the road agent’s report and ask you to com- 
pare the amount of monies expended and work done in 
former years under the old system, and the amount expended 
and work done the past year under the new system. As to the 
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economy of returning to the old district system of repairing 
roads we can only say that the bills will be large and no fair 
show for the money expended. No Board of Selectmen can 
overcome this and as proof we can only refer to the amount of 
monies expended in the past in the several disiricts. Many 
surveyors iguore any instructions given them by the selectmen, 
no notice being given of extra money expended until their bill 
is presented for payment. If good and efficient work was giv- 
en in return the matter would not appear so ridiculous. We 
earnestly urge the importance of giving the present system a 
thorough trial (as the first year is partially an experiment) and 
if we do not receive an equivalent for the money expended re- 
turn to the old system if no other way is deemed better. Only 
give us good roads at the lowest possible cost, as it is one of 
the most important branches of the town service, as well as the 
most expensive and will continue to be so if we keep pace with 
the times and meet the requirement and the desire of the pub- 
lic. We should not forget that the town and community are 
largely judged hy their highways. 
WINTER SYSTEM. 


The winter system of breaking out the roads and streets 
is the same as in former years with the exception of the Bridge, 
Lower and Upper villages, only that all bills are paid monthly, 
We investigated in regard to using snow rollers and all our 
answers were unanimous that they were a great saving toa 
town and make a much better road than the old way of sled and 
plow. We purchased two rollers, one for the Bridge village 
and one to be used between the villages, and so far’ we think 
they have given satisfaction. 


SIDEWALKS. 


The concrete on several of the streets had been sadly neg- 
lected previous years so that a large amount was required to re- 
pair them even into passable condition. In many _ places the 
sidewalks and street crossings are much lower than the roads. 
Some of the worse places were repaired. 1,000 square yards of 
practically new concrete was laid with edge stone also 700 
feet of sidewalk set with edge stone (abuttors paying one half 


of expense of edgestone) graded and filled ready for concrete 
at sume future time. 750 feet of plank sidewalk was laid 
and steps built on Briggs street from Mill to High street which 
was badly needed for the accomodation of the public. The 
concrete on many streets, especially Main street is worn out 
(being the first laid in town) and on others lower than the 
street and will soon have to be rebuilt. We strongly recom- 
mend that no new concrete be laid or sidewalks built until the 
streets are re-surveyed and sidewalks put where they belong 
with suitable edge stone and properly graded. If this Lad 
been done in former years we would have good even walks with 
wide, straight and inviting streets. 


SCHOOL SUPPLIES. 


The selectmen have nothing to do with the school supplies 
except to pay such bills as the Board of Education may pre- 
sent. We think the better way would be to have the bills paid 
by the Board of Education out of the extra school money voted 
for school purporses or by special appropriation and appear in 
their report where it rightly belongs 


BOARD OF HEALTH 


Should receive the aid and support of every person in the 
town as the health of the community is most essential and the 
suggestions of the Board in their report receives our hearty 
approval. 

There are other matters we might call to your attention 
but the foregoing seem to us the most important. 

The articles in the town warrant to be voted upon, Tues- 
day, March 8th, should be carefully considered in the early 
part of the day instead of waiting until late in the afternoon 
or leaving the matter with the next Board of Selectmen. 

We have endeavored to conscientiously discharge the du- 
ties devolving upon us for the best interest of the town irre- 
spective of persons or parties.

ROAD AGENT'S REPORT, 


/ 


To the Selectmen :—-I herewith present my report as Road 
Agent. In commencing niy work May Ist I found the roads 
in very good condition with a few exceptions. Removing the 
stones from the highways and streets had been sadly neglected 
previous years, and my first work was to remove those most 
dangerous 1n the traveled part of the highways, although there 
are many more that should be removed another year; also the 
stones in the ditches and sides of-the road should be removed 
so the highways could be made wider in many places. There are 
a number of roads that sbould be discontinued as they are unused 
and in their present condition are dangerous and unsafe. There 
have been 73 culverts taken up and built over; 16 bridges have 
been repaired. and many more will require new planking 
another season. In the Bridge Village it is impossible to 
make good streets until some system of sewage or drains is 
adopted to take away the surface water. I would urgently 
recommend that the principal streets in the Bridge Village be 
re-surveyed so some one will be able to know whether they are 
repairing the public highways or trespassing on private property. 
There has been expended the past season upon the highways 
$2,697.59 which includes the repairs and material purchased 
for bridges and culverts, removing stones and cutting bushes, 
which is $959.02 less than was expended last year and 
$1202.74 less than the average for the past five vears. As to 
the amount of work done this vear compared with former vears 
is for the town and travelling public to judge.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of Hillsborough : 


The Board of Health met April 18, 1891, and organized 
by choosing Brooks K. Webber chairman and treasurer and 
Fred S. Piper, secretary. 

Following the organization, a somewhat thorough inspec- 
tion of the town was made, in view of improving the sanitary 
condition. 

The developments of this inspection, together with more 
recent observation and the work naturally devolving upon a lo- 
eal board, furnishes the basis of this report. 

The board had no sooner manifested their purpose and in- 
tentions of advancing village sanitation than the public showed 
their interest in the matter and in most instances gave ready 
response and support. For this support the board is truly 
erateful. In a few instances, however, a little authoritative 
persuasion was found necessary. 

Early in the year, the need of sanitary regulations became 
apparent and the ‘*Sanitary Regulations of Hillsborough, 
N. H.,” as published in the local newspaper and posted about 
town, were prepared and adopted according to a provision of 
the state law. 


CORRESPONDENCE.« 


The correspondence of the board has been of a nature to 
need no comment, save one interesting item from the pen of 
the late and lamented Attorney General Barnard. 

The question was asked him, ‘‘ Who is responsible for the 
care of privies, cesspools, etc., the tenant or owner of the 
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property?” Ilis reply was given, either tenant or owner or 
both. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


In the house to house inspection, which embraced the lar- 
ger part of the Bridge Village, particular attention was given 
to the water supply, privies, sink drains and the condition of 
the house cellars. Water from more than twenty wells, sup- 
plying upwards of thirty families, was tested by the applica- 
tion of nitrate of silver and nitric acid and in only four instan- 
ces could the water be considered fit for dietary purposes while 
in several it was badly poluted. One well examined and since 
abandoned supplied for several vears, three or four families 
and yet was within twelve feet of a privy vault and almost as 
near several sink drains. 

Three samples thus tested and found of dangerous appear- 
ance, were submitted to Prof. Angell of Derry for careful ex- 
amination and in every instance the results of the nitrate of 
silver tests were verified. | 

Following the recommendations of the board, the use of 
at least fifteen wells, supplying twenty-five families has been 
abandoned and Loou Pond water substituted. 

In a village as thickly populated as this, well water is al- 
ways of very uncertain purity. To test water by means of 
nitrate of silver and nitric acid 1s very inexpensive and the 
work of a moment’s time and yet the results are practically ° 
trusty and conclusive. e : 

LOON POND WATER. 


Loon Pond water was analyzed June 3, 1891, by Prof. 
Angell and found of unusual purity for pond water, and it is 
much regretted that the drainage from the Lake View House 
should be so constructed as to sooner or later cause polution if 
allowed to exist us it is at present. 

The Board of Health notified the Water Co. early in Sep- 
tember last of the dangers existing and requested that it be’ 
remedied before actual contamination occurred, but as vet ap- 
parently no action has been taken. If this source of danger 
is allowed to continue until the pond water is appreciably pol- 
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luted it would require an equally long orlonger time for the wa- 
ter and adjoining soil to become wholesome. 


DRAINAGE. 


As regards the drainaze of Bridge Village, little can be 
said for there is too little of it; while much might be said about 
the needs of asewerage system that would embrace the entire 
village, had it not already been repeated so many times. With- 
out such a system the work of the beard is greatiy hindered 
and in numerous instances rendered nearly useless. It is easy 
to point out defective drains, cesspool nuisances, and make 
complaints, but extremely difficult to provide aremedy. Un- 
til the town, or precinct, is willing to provide this means of 
advancing the sanitation of our midst,the demands upon a board 
of health must necessarily be modest. 


DRAIN NEAR HENNIKER STREET. . 


A long surface drain, or ditch, extending from a point 
near the residence of Mr. Flanders on Holman street, through 
the meadow land in the rear of Mr. L. J. Russell’s auross Hen- 
niker street and the railroad and thence across the meadow to 
the adjacent woodland, was provided at considerable expense. 
The elevation of this region above the river is so slight that 
great care was necessary to secure a constant grade to the 
drain. 

The land thus drained was very offensive, and a source of 
danger from stagnant water, a part of which is furnished by 
drainage from the upper part of Henniker street. 

A similar provision is needed in the vicinity of Central 
and Myrtle streets crossing, to extend as directly as possible 
to the corner of Church and Main streets. 


VENTILATION. 


Some better means of ventilating our churches, public 
halls, school rooms, ete., than the opening of windows and 
thus exposing persons to a direct draught should be sought. 
Over-heated and poorly ventilated rooms are frequently the 
cause of many ill feelings, if not prolonged sickness. 
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OUR STREETS. 


Our streets are too frequently the dumping ground for re- 
fuse matter, coal ashes, etc., and some~measures should be 
taken toward greater cleanlivess. It might seem advisable to 
have the town teain make regular weekly or bi-weekly tours, 
during warm weather, at Jeast, of our village streets for the 
purpose of gathering and the proper disposal of such refuse 
matter, ashes, etc., as may need attention, and require all 
householders to give reasonable assistance. 


PRIVIES. 


In numerous instances, about town, privies give evidence 
of not having been decently cared for or cleaned for several 
years. Hog-pens and hen-houses are further sources of an- 
noyance and danger, and for the control of all such nuisances, 
sanitary regulations have been adopted. Following a thorough 
cleaning of a privy vault, dry earth or other suitable disinfec- 
tants should be used daily throughout the summer months. 


DISEASES REQUIRED TO BE REPORTED. 


Of the diseases required to be reported to the Board of 
Health, there have occurred during the year, diphtheria,2 cases ; 
typhoid fever, 4 cases; scarlet fever, 1 case; none of which 
proved fatal or to be communicated to others. 


PLACARDS. 


Some differences of opinion arose concerning the placard: 
ing of houses infected with typhoid fever, but it is the belief of 
this board, strengthened bv the explicit direction of the State 
Board of Health, that all houses thus infected should be pla- 
earded and kept placarded until convalesence is fully estab- 
lished. 


LOCAL BOARDS NOW REQUIRED TO REPORT MONTHLY TO STATE BOARD. 


In accord with recently adopted rules of the State Board 
of Health, local boards are required to render a monthly report 
to the State Board. This report includes all cases of infec- 
tious diseases reported by physicians to the local board ; all 
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cases known to exist and not so’reported to the local board ; 
fatatality of these diseases ; the action of the local board in 
relation to the same and names of physicians reporting them. 


AMOUNT OF TIME RENDERED BY THIS BOARD IN LABOR. 


The Board of Health finds by careful account that they 
have severally rendered, on an average, about eight day’s 
work during the year, not including the secretary’s time ex- 
pended in correspondence and keeping of records.

TOWN. DISTRICT, 


In submitting our report for the year ending March lst, 
1892, we are confident that our schools have maintained the 
usual standard of improvement, and we think a little gain has 
been made over the previous year. ‘* To err is human” and 
we admit that in a tew instances we have erred in our selection 
of teachers, but it has been our earnest aim to hire the best 
talent that we could obtain, being of the opinion that one week 
of good instruction is of more value to the scholar than three 
weeks of poor. And the majority of the teachers employed 
the past vear have given the desired satisfaction. 

A word should be said in regard to our school houses. 
There are several that are very much in need of repairs. Many 
are in want of new shingles and such expenditure as amounts 
to real economy. ‘There are many improvements, both 
outside and in the school room, that would be of great benefit 
to the children If it is essential to make home pleasant, is it 
not equally so to make our school rooms attractive ? 

One disadvantage in most schools is the fact that the 
teachers arechanged too often. In some small schools the same 
teacher is seldom hired more than two terms in succession. 
A teacher must be more or less acquainted with her pupils be- 
fore she can do for them all that a teacher ought to do. If at 
the beginning of every term teacher and pupils are strangers to 
each other, much of the school work will be merely experi- 
ments. o 
During the past year we have introduced into all of our 
schools Colburn’s Arithmetic, and it has been used with great 
satisfaction. In many respects—especially in teaching frac- 
tions—we believe it is superior to any other text-book on Arith- 
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metic in existence. We cannot say whether it is more valuable 
for bright boys or for dull ones; both have greatly improved, 
even in the short time they have had the book, in their power 
of giving real attention to the subjects presented to their minds. 
The correct use of Warren Colburn’s books always developed 
the faculty of ready and sharp logic that is required in the ap- 
plication of arithmetical processes to the business of common 
life. A mental habit of readiness and accuracy in the processes 
of exact reasoning is of the highest value. We need this kind 
of mental drill, and greatly lament its absence in the daily work 
of the common schools of to-day. 

Our muscles cannot become strong by cramming our heads 
with rules about the care of health. Every one knows how 
carefully and patiently college students train their bodies for 
months previous to a boat race. Ncw, what we want to see 
going on in our public schools is a careful and patient training 
of the mind, preparatory to starting the pupil on the race for 
bread and butter. Give him whatever else there is room for. 
but first, last and always, compel him by hard work to gain 
that strength of mind which wins in the race.

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~REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION 


OF THE SPECIAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 
HILLSBOROUGH BRIDGE. 


During the summer months the Board of Education with 
much assistance from Prof. Copp and the other teachers pre- 
pared a new course ot study with a system of rules and regula- 
tions not only for the government of pupils and teachers, but 
for the board of education as well, and which early in the fall 
term was put in what has thus far proved successful operation. 

It was the intention of the board to place a copy of the 
course of study in the hands of every family in the district, 
hoping it would be preserved by them for frequent reference. 
The work in the new course has in general been satisfactory, 
but under any prescribed course of study success depends in a 
great measure upon the efforts of individual teachers. The 
new course requires constant and zealous efforts from both pu- 
pils and teachers in each department, as a lack of preparation 
in one grade may seriously affect its standing in the next 
higher, and it is only by continued application and con- 
formity to the plan as marked out in the course that the desired 
result can be attained. The best evidence of successful meth- 
ods of instruction is obtained by an observance of the results 
attained by the daily work in each department, and there 
learn how much valuable time may be consumed inv unnecessary 
repetition and useless forms and ceremonies. 

Last year the sum of $300 was appropriated by the district 
for draining the school-house basement. <A portion of this sum 
has been expended in constructing a thorough system of drain- 
age which is conducted from the building through a tile sewer 
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extending down School street to Post Office square and there 
connecting with a town sewer. ‘Thus far the system has worked 
| perfectly. A much improved system of ventilation has been 
provided for each room, the unused brick flue having been uatil- 
ized for this purpose. A considerable amount of the $300 ap- 
propriation is still in the hands of the board, see treasurer’s re- 
port, which would have been used to concrete the basement 
and repair the outside walks, but for their inability to engage 
parties to do the work at reasonable prices. 

The operation of the free text-book and supply law has 
enabled the board to equip the school fairly well with much 
needed illustrative apparatus and a few books of reference so 
that after the addition of philosophical apparatus now much 
needed, a much smaller outlay per year will suffice for all our 
wants in this direction. 

Further information will be found in the report of the 
treasurer and in the statistical table which however is not com- 
plete, as at the time of writing, the winter or last term of the 
financial and statistical vear is still in session, and for the same 
reason the roll of perfect attendance can not now be published.
